For the purposes of this sub-paragraph, only contracts 
between CIA and contracting firms are requested; this sub-paragraph should not be 
interpreted as a request for individual contracts of service between CIA and individual 
contract personnel. 

2) Internal CIA documents pertaining to the method by which CIA evaluates contractors, 
awards contracts, and allocates projects to contactors, including but not limited to any 
official guidelines regarding these practices.
